Dear  Coworkers: 

TAKING  A LOOK  AT  lt-H  EVENTS 

Many  of  you  are  sharing  with  us  the  need  of  taking  a long  look  at  the  events 
that  are  scheduled  in  our  1*-H  Club  programs . We  heard  this  talked  about  by 
State  leaders  during  National  Camp.  Directors  have  discussed  it  in  their 
meetings.  We  heard  it  discussed  again  in  the  recent  meetings  of  1|-H  Club 
leaders  of  the  Western  Area.  Club  leaders,  out  West,  said  it  this  way: 


"In  our  consideration  of  the  use  of  State  staff  time, 
we  should  continually  evaluate  ii-H  events  and  activities 
to  determine  whether  or  not  they  are  meeting  a real  need 
in  terms  of  U-H  objectives.  We  should  also  carry  this 
philosophy  to  the  counties  to  help  them  evaluate  local 
and  county  events  and  activities . " 


Many  of  the  events  are  worthy  ones  and  should  be  promoted  cr  even  enlarged. 

But  perhaps  there  are  some  that  can  be  streamlined,  consolidated,  or  even 
eliminated  in  the  interest  of  the  most  efficient  use  of  the  time  available 
for  supervising  li-H  Club  programs. 

I4-H  PROGRAMS  FOR  ODDER  BOTS  AND  GIRIS 

The  Extension  Committee  on  Organization  and  Policy,  at  its  June  meeting, 
asked  the  U— H Subcommittee  and  the  Division  of  It-H  Club  Programs  to  give 
concerted  leadership  in  the  area  of  I4.— H programs  for  older  boys  and  girls. 

We  are  doing  an  excellent  job  of  recruitment  of  ij-H  Club  members.  Our  big 
challenge  is  to  increase  tenure  of  membership.  Adequate  program  content  is 
important  in  achieving  this. 

An  important  step  was  taken  when  the  Federal  Extension  Service  appointed  a 
staff  member  to  give  major  consideration  to  programs  for  older  boys  and  girls. 
Lloyd  Rutledge  will  now  be  available  to  consult  with  State  Extension  staffs 
in  planning  for  the  upper  age  group  of  members  who  are  in  a period  when  in- 
creased tenure  means  U-’H  can  be  of  maximum  value  to  them. 
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EIGHTH  REGIONAL  I;~H  CLUB  CAMP 

128  Club  members  and  32  adults  of  17  States  are  attending  the  Regional  Camp 
held  for  the  first  time  in  the  Washington  area.  The  Camp  is  sponsored  jointly 
by  the  Directors  of  Extension  in  the  seventeen  Southern  States  and  the  Fed- 
eral Extension  Service.  The  decision  to  bring  the  Camp  to  the  Nation1 s capi- 
tal for  the  first  Lime  was  made  by  the  Extension  Committee  on  Organization 
and  Policy,  after  recommendation  by  the  Extension  directors  of  the  Southern 
Region. 

Delegates  to  the  Camp  are  outstanding  V-H  Club  members  in  their  respective 
States  and  have  been  selected  on  their  records  of  achievement  in  forwarding 
Ii-H  Club  work.  An  interesting  program  of  speakers,  discussions,  tours  and 
recreational  events  is  being  carried  out. 

Headquarters  for  the  Camp  are  at  Howard  University.  President  Johnson  and 
his  staff  are  giving  wonderful  cooperation  in  making  suitable  arrangements. 

PRIME  MINISTER  OF  BURMA  LEARNS  ABOUT  li~H 

When  the  Prime  Minister  of  Burma,  Mr.  U Hu,  visited  Secretary  Benson,  ;V-H 
Club  work  was  discussed.  Perhaps  you  saw  pictures  of  Mr.  U Nu  wearing  the 
tie  clasp  presented  by  Mir.  Benson. 

The  Prime  Minister  showed  great  interest  in  1*-H  Club  work  and  expressed  a 
desire  to  attend  a local  4-H  Club  meeting  to  see  at  first  hand  how  a Club 
operates . The  staff  in  Tennessee  rose  to  the  opportunity  of  making  this 
arrangement.  Because  of  the  size  of  the  Prime  Minister^  party  of  18,  it 
was  necessary  to  take  the  Club  to  his  hotel  suite.  The  Senior  i|-H  Club  of 
Blount  County  presented  a typical  Ip-H  Club  meeting,  presided  over  by  the 
club  officers  and  including  all  of  the  usual  program  features. 

4~H  WORK  IN  THE  PHILIPPINES

The  awards 
are  to  go  to  youth  groups  which  perform  the  most  outstanding  public  service 
from  June  1,  1955 3 to  May  31*  1956.  Groups  may  consist  of  either  boys  or 
girls  or  both,  of  not  exceeding  high  school  age,  and  must  have  a membership 
of  at  least  ten.  Any  youth  group  in  the  United  States  and  its  possessions 
and  Canada  is  eligible. 

The  awards  were  established  to  encourage  the  worthwhile  use  of  leisure  time 
and  promote  community,  school  and  other  useful  service  by  young  people.  Last 
year’s  honors  went  for  such  accomplishments  as  fund  raising  for  community 
projects,  clean-up  campaigns,  setting  up  their  own  recreational  projects  and 
community  education  on  public  affairs.

You  probably  know  that  this  Conference  is  now  an  independent  entity  under  a 
Congressional  Charter.  It  brings  together  men,  women,  and  youth  represent- 
ing public  and  private  organizations  and  agencies  whose  members  are  inter- 
ested in  the  development  of  citizenship.  The  annual  meeting  is  planned  to 
be  on  or  around  Citizenship  Day,  September  17,  as  established  by  Congress.

Margaret  Gulley 
of  Kentucky  plans  for  a year  of  study  at  Wisconsin.  Glen  Busset  of  Kansas 
has  plans  for  Cornell.  Glen's  nine  months  of  resident  study  will  be  followed 
by  a three  months'  study  of  extension  programs  in  foreign  countries,  ffe  has 
one  of  1 5>  Ford  Foundation  fellowships  and  is  the  first  to  be  given  one  to  in- 
clude an  expanded  program  for  graduate  study  in  extension  education. 

Mary  Frances  Lyle  of  South  Dakota  and  Bernard  V.  Beadle  of  Minnesota  also 
have  study  plans  but  their  school  locations  are  not  known  to  us. 

Boyd  E.  Wheeler  is  now  back  on  the  busy  schedule  in  Kentucky  after  a year's 
leave.  Boyd's  thesis  problem,  done  at  Wisconsin,  concerned  1*-H  councils  and 
advisory  groups. 
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New  to  State  U-H  Club  leader  ranks  is  Raymond  C0  Cox  of  Nevada,  formerly 
an  Extension  Agent.  Following  National  Camp,  Ray  spent  a period  with  us 
in  Washington  getting  acquainted  with  personnel  and  procedures.  Rex  W, 
Hillhollen  is  newly  appointed  as  Assistant  State  Club  Leader  in  Ariacna. 

He  served  as  agent  in  Pinal  County.  Stanley  R.  Meinen  is  another  recent 
appointee  to  a position  on  the  State  staff  in~Minnesota.  Many  of  you 
know  Stanley  as  an  IFYE  Assistant  working  through  the  National  U-K  Foun- 
dation. Following  his  year  here  as  a U-H  Fellow,  Joe  McAuliffe  takes  up 
duties  on  the  State  U-H  staff  in  New  York. 

Hiss  Madge  J.  Reese,  a pioneer  in  Extension  programs,  retired  from  the  Fed- 
eral Extension  Service  the  end  of  July.  Her  position  was  Home  Economics 
Field  Agent  for  the  Western  States,  Alaska  and  Hawaii . Her  first  Extension 
position  was  that  of  State  Home  Demonstration  and  Girls  U-H  Club  Agent  in 
Alabama.  One  of  her  subsequent  positions  was,  for  six  years,  being  field 
supervisor  of  home  demonstration  and  U-H  Club  "work  for  15  Southern.  States. 

In  1923,  after  consolidation  of  Extension  work  in  the  South  and  the  North 
and  West,  she  took  up  work  in  the  Western  area.  In  this  anniversary  year 
for  National  U-H  Club  Camp,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  Miss  Reese  served 
on  the  committee  for  the  first  Camp  in  1927. 

Several  new  Federal  Extension  staff  workers  arc  well  known  to  U-H  leaders 
across  the  Nation.  Charles  E.  Bell,  Jr.,  formerly  of  Georgia,  is  now  Chief 
of  Animal  Industry  Branch,  and  is  very  interested  in  U-H  Club  programs  in 
livestock.  Two  new  staff  members  in  the  Division  of  Information  Programs 
are  Don  S child  who  will  work  closely  with  Joe  Tonkin  in  the  Audio-- visual 
Branch,  and  Lyman  Noordhoff,  who  will  concentrate  on  extension  publications . 
Don  came  to  the  Federal  Office  from  Illinois  and  Lyman  from  North  Carolina. 
Ward  F.  Porter,  Jr.,  formerly  of  West  Virginia  and  now  a staff  member  in 
the  Division  of  Extension  Research  and  Training,  has  cooperated  on  several 
U-H  Club  studies,  such  as  the  one  which  compared  school  and  non-school  U-H 
Clubs . 

SHARING  SOME  OF  THE  GOOD  IDEAS  FROM  THE  STATES 
ALASKA  - U-H  Club  Fair 

Kiwanis  International  cooperates  in  the  first  All-Alaska  Fair,  to  be  held 
at  Anchorage  in  late  August.  Clubs  throughout  the  Territory  are  making 
plans  to  participate  with  exhibits,  booths  or  demonstrations. 

ARKANSAS  - Workshops  for  Local  Leaders 

A series  of  four  workshops  for  local  U-H  Club  leaders  to  be  held  in 
August  at  different  locations  in  the  State.  In  announcing  the  training 
opportunities,  the  State  office  said,  "The  strength  of  U-H  Club  work  in 
Arkansas  is  determined  to  a large  measure  by  the  quality  of  leadership 
furnished  through  volunteer  leaders." 
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COLORADO  - NORTH  CAROLINA. 

For  the  fourth  year,  1+-K  members  from  the  Great  Smokies  Region  of  North 
Carolina  engaged  in  an  interstate  U-H  exchange#  This  year  it  was  their 
turn  to  be  received  in  homes  of  Weld  County,  Colorado,  U-H  families. 

About  33  members  took  part  and  very  commendably  represented  their  State 
in  "a  great  idea." 

HAWAII  - State  U-H  Event 

"Ahaolelo"  is  name  for  the  Territorial  It-H  event  in  Hawaii,  held  on  the 
campus  of  the  University*  This  has  come  to  have  great  meaning  for  Club 
members.  National  Camp  delegates  are  given  a special  opportunity  to  re- 
port their  experiences  and  tell  about  ideas  they  have  gained  for  improv- 
ing U-H  programs . 

ILLINOIS  - Keeping-Fit  Field  Days 

The  importance  of  health  and  physical  fitness  are  emphasized  at  the  Keeping- 
Fit  Field  Days.  A series  of  tests  first  determines  the  growth  rate  and  the 
physical  fitness  of  the  boys  and  girls . Then  the  staff  explains  how  the 
ii-H’ers  can  improve  their  present  physical  condition  and  raise  their  fitness 
scores.  Parents  are  especially  invited  to  attend  the  field  day  exercises. 
U-H’ers  who  make  improvement  over  their  last  year’s  scores  are  to  be  recog- 
nized with  a keeping -fit  emblem. 

ILLINOIS  - Salute  to  "Club  of  the  Week" 

Bureau  County  is  continuing  a very  successful  series  of  newspaper  salutes 
to  the  "Club  of  the  Week. " The  features  tell  with  photos  and  story  about 
a particular  member  but  his  achievements  are  told  in  relation  to  the  pro- 
gram and  activities  of  his  Club.  Always,  the  role  of  the  local  lt~H  leader 
is  shown. 

IOWA  - Poultry  Tour 

Thirty- two  members  from  sixteen  counties  participated  in  a week’s  tour  with 
stops  at  several  poultry  feed  companies,  hatcheries,  farms  and  coops.  Mem- 
bers were  selected  on  the  basis  of  their  poultry  record  and  flock  manage- 
ment, their  over-all  participation  in  U— H Club  work,  and  the  quality  of  their 
exhibits  at  poultry  achievement  fairs. 

MASSACHUSETTS  - IOWA  - A New  Interstate  Exchange 

Thirty-five  Iowa  Club  members  and  six  adult  leaders  will  live  in  the  beauti- 
ful Berkshire  Hills  and  other  points  in  the  State  during  a two-week  period. 
Next  year,  the  plan  is  for  a Massachusetts  group  to  return  the  visit  to  Iowa. 

MISSOURI  - Letter  to  HDA  Presidents 

Katharyn  Zimmerman,  State  Home  Demonstration  Leader,  wrote  a stimulating 
letter  to  Club  presidents  telling  of  the  basic  values  of  It— H*  She  headed 
this  "These  are  Our  Children." 
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NEW  YORK  “ Home  Improvement  Tour 

For  the  fifth  year  a special  home  improvement  tour  was  held  for  a group 
of  blue  ribbon  demonstrators.  The  girls'  mothers  and  their  local  leaders 
were  also  invited.  Girls  attending  the  event  averaged  seven  years  of  U-H 
Club  work  and  gave  an  average  of  18  demonstrations.  The  program  at  Bing- 
hampton  included  a tour  to  a furniture  store  where  upholstered  furniture 
was  seen  from  the  lumber  stage  to  the  finished  pieces  and  a visit  to  a de- 
partment store  where  an  interior  decorator  showed  examples  of  furniture 
arrangements  and  color  schemes.  Climax  of  the  day  was  a visit  to  a very 
beautiful  modern  home. 

NORTH  D/ KOTA  - Another  Home  Improvement  Tour 

Fifty  girls  for  southeast  and  central  North  Dakota  visited  stores  and  manu- 
facturing establishments  in  Minneapolis  during  early  August.  The  members 
making  the  tour  were  selected  from  their  counties  in  recognition  of  achieve- 
ment in  i*-H  home  improvement  projects . 

OHIO  - Testing  New  I4.-H  Foods  Bulletins 

Ten  counties  are  testing  out  two  new  foods  bulletins  before  they  are  printed 
for  general  use  throughout  the  State.  The  projects  will  teach  basic’ nutri- 
tion and  meal  planning  while  giving  the  girls  and  boys  a chance  to  try  some 
new  foods  for  their  entertaining.  Staff  members  in  most  of  the  ten  counties 
served  on  the  advisory  committee  appointed  to  give  a thorough  appraisal  to 
the  foods  literature.  The  bulletins  being  tested  are  the  result  of  much 
study  on  the  part  of  the  committee,  including  checking  of  what  members  and 
leaders  think  should  be  included  in  li-H  programs. 

OREGON  - Training  for  Judges 

Subject-matter  specialists  and  lj.-H  staff  members  cooperated  on  a U— H judges 
training  school  for  agricultural  projects.  The  event  was  scheduled  for  July 
in  anticipation  of  fall  shox^s.  Similar  type  training  has  been  carried  on 
for  home  economics  in  past  years. 

PENNS YLVANIA  - State  I4.-H  Staff  Recognized 

A recent  issue  of  "CampuScope, " published  by  Pennsylvania  State  University, 
saluted  the  ii-H  Club  staff.  The  timely  article  pictured  members  of  the 
staff  in  activities  typical  of  their  varied  assignments  and  told  of  the 
growth  of  it-H  work  in  numbers  reached  and  in  depth  of  the  program. 

WAS  HENGTQN  - Canadian  Friends  Attend  State  Club  Camp 

For  the  second  year,  Canadian  ii-H  Club  members  from  Vancouver  Island  and 
Lower  Fraser  Valley  of  British  Columbia  attended  State  ij.-H  Club  Camp  in 
Washington.  An  invitation  has  been  extended  for  I4-H  members  of  the  State 
to  be  represented  at  the  Pacific  National  Exhibition  in  Vancouver,  B.  C. 
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PUBLICATIONS  AND  OTHER  TOOLS 

We  are  all  pleased  with  the  new  safety  manual  "How  You.  Can  Make  Safety  Your 
Number  One  Crop."  Congratulations  to  the  PI  Farm  and  Home  Safety  Committee 
and  the  other  folks  who  cooperated,,  We  also  like  the  "U-H  Tractor  Program 
Progress  Report"  sent  out  recently  from  the  office  of  the  National  Committee 
on  Beys  and  Girls  Club  Work. 

"The  195U  Rabbit  Projects  With  h-H  Clubs  and  Boy  Scouts"  is  a mimeographed 
summary  prepared  by  Charles  E.  Kellogg  of  ARS.  A copy  is  enclosed  for  each 
State  ii-H  Leader. 

Idaho  has  just  published  a new  manual  for  local  U—  H Club  leaders.  We  have 
seen  it  and  we  like  it*  but  cannot  quote  the  exact  title. 

11 50  Years  of  Progress  in  Georgia  U-H  Club  Work"  is  one  in  a series  of  prog- 
ress reports  showing  developments  in  the  State.

"Adventures  in  Sewing"  (Tennessee)  - This  is  an  attractive  and  usable  manual 
for  the  member  who  is  just  beginning  her  clothing  projects.  The  author  is 
Mary  Jane  Bell,  Clothing  Specialist. 

"Fun  in  Home  Furnishings"  (Ohio)  - This  new  project  is  expected  to  attract 
boys  as  well  as  girls,  since  it  involves  some  woodwork  and  wood  finishing. 

"The  Illinois  U-H  Foundation"  - An  informative  envelope-size  leaflet  explain- 
ing the  Foundation.  Several  other  States  have  attractive  brochures  for 
similar  purpose.

So  many  of  you  asked  if  this  material  might  be  avail- 
able] We  are  pleased  to  include  a copy  for  each  of  you.  Our  thanks  to 
Miss  Kinsey  for  the  wonderful  job  she  did  during  National  Camp  and  also  for 
making  this  material  available  to  every  State. 

A new  USDA  U-H  loan  exhibit  "Woven  into  the  Fabric  of  American  Life"  was 
introduced  during  National  Camp.  There  are  many  requests  for  this  exhibit 
and  it  is  booked  months  ahead.  However,  we  feel  that  all  States  should  know 
about  it.
